The first local Council was organized in Astoria and received it's 
first charter in 1935. This council was called "The Astoria Girl 
Seout Council". Before this time it had been called a Communit 
Committee of Girl Scouts, Scouting grew and in the fall of 19 

the first professional worker was hired to help the Council. Because 
troops were being organized outside Astoria the Council was 
reorgenized and became the "Astoria-Clatsop County Girl Scout Council’ 
In March, 1948 with the growth of Girl Scouting both in Astoria and 
throughout the County, the local Council converted to the Clatsop 
Girl Scout Council. by doing so every registered adult member 
including troop leaders became a member of the new council, e 
Board of Directors is elected by the council membership which meets 
twice a year. This administrative group includes members from every 
community in the Council. 


At present (April, 1957) there are 1074 registered people in the” 
council; me includes Astoria deasloe, Wanrbart,-dnnaee Beach, 


Hammond, Warrenton and Clatskanie. 
There are 224 adults registered, 850 gir}m and 64 troops.

It wes in 1912 that several important things happened. 


Woodrow Wilson was elected president of the United States, and an imperial . 


dynasty of several centuries came to an end and China became a republic. 


A huge luxury liner, so large and palatial that her builders thought shw 


was virtually unsinkable, was christened, "Titantic," and liunched, but her 
maiden voyage ended in disaster when she struck a submerged iceberg and sank z 
in the North Atlantic with a tremendous loss of life, and that same year 
Cap't. R.F. Scott of the Royal Navy discovered the South Pole. But we 

‘wonder someties, if any of these things had a more profound affect on the 
course of history, especially as it affects our girls, than did the woman, 
who called Savanah, Georgia, home, when she called her friend on the phone 
and said, "Come right over, Nina, I've got so.ething for the girls of Savaanah, 
and all of America, and all of the world, and we are to start it tonight." 

The next several years were filled with troubles for the world. 

There were disasterous fires, floods, and hurric:nes. Many high ranking polits 
of foreign nations were assassinated and lit the torch thut touched off the 


conflagation known as World War I. 


But many good things happened, tow. The first ship passed thru 


the Panama Canal in 1914. Two big intern tional expositions were held in 
California in 1915, and in 1916 women ve an toe tuke their place in the 
affairs of our nation as Jeannette Rankin of Montana wos elected to SOMES, 
Congress, the first woman to achieve thtt distinction, In 1917 saw the 
prohition ammendment added to our constitution. The first non-stop air 
across the atlantic was successfully completed “in 1919 a ei eee 
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become a part of our constitution in 1920. 1921 sww more troubled times, but 


a formal peace treaty with Germany was signed and 4 limitation of arms conferer 


was held in Washington D.C. 
Two Portugese aviators crossed the South A€lantic a distance of over 4,000 





miles in 1922 and later. In 1924 Mrs. Nellie Tayloe Ross was elected governor 
of Wyoming and seated in 1925, and Mrs. Miriam Ferguason was elected to the 
same office in Texas and seated the same year so women were really beginning 
to make people sit up and take notice of them. 
I think we have all heard the story of how Mrs. Juliette Gordon | 
| Low met Lord and Lady Baden-Powell while she was living in England, and 
recognized the tremendous significance and pessibilities of the Scout 
movement that the Baden-Powells had founded. She started her first company 
in Scotland, and when she returned to her native land she was determined that 
the girls of her own country should share in the movement. 
Her parents in Savanah, Georgia, must have awaited her arrival 
with a considerable amount of suspense, since she had cabled, "I'm 1 
bringing home the biggest thing yet." Yet, she was so right$ She began . 
her work by gathering together 8 girls, and having them say the same 
Girl Scout promise that our girls say today. 
"On my honor I will try to do my duty to God and my country, ivy 
fo help other peopleeal all times, 4 
And to obey the Girl Scout Laws." ae

know that one womans’ tixeless energy and boundless enthusiaam eonquered tam 
discoursgements and made it possible for so mapg girls to enjoy the beneits 
| of Girl Scouting. She was fifty-two years old, now physically strong, and 
: exceedingly deaf, but she loved young people, so much, thot she wanted to 
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better future for themselves, for the ftture of theirs. 

The concept of "One World" took shape in her lively mind many 
years before the phrase caught hold of popul-r imagination. Her hope had 
always been to unite the childred of many countries in common ideals and 
interests. This she felt would achieve in the long run the understanding 
that statesmen seem unable to do with written pacts and treaties. Before 
her death she saw girls from twenty-six different countries gathered for 


an International Encampment at Camp Edith Macy, in May 1926. 4t her death, 
her Girl Scout friends felt that no more fitting memoriel could be established 


than one that made it possible to continue this work of fostering friendship 
among the young people of many countries. The Juliette Low Memorial Fund, 
which is garnered each year on theBtrthday of Girl Scouting in the United 
States,,was established in 1927. Since then the Juliette Low W orld 
Friendship Fund has been used to bring girls from different countries together 
and help them discover that regardless of varied nationalities, races and 
creeds, that the iddals, fun and service of Girl Scouting appeals to all 

young people. 

As near as cen be determined, the first Girl Scout troop in Astoria, 
was formed abo t 1925 or 6, by Mrs. John Cannon. It didn't thrive, evidently 
from lack of enough interest by sufficient women to reslly get the Girl 
Scout program rolling. 

In the fall of 1927, Miss Maude Crouter came to Astoria, from 
Seattle, to teach in the Ast ria public school system, bringing with her 
the same spark that had fired Juliette Low 15 years before » and given her 
the enthusiasm and courage to nurse Girl Scourting thru it's first faltering 
days, until it grew strong enough to help itself, Miss Crouter started the 
first troop with eight girls from her Sunday school class in the 
Methodist Church, She found an able assistant in Miss Vivian Jackson, who 


loved Girl Scouting enough to be registered as a "Lone Scout." Vivian took 
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Page & 
the necessary training to become a lst Lieutenant. Later as the troop grew 
ey leaps and bounds, Marjorie Cannessa Du Bois came in. Miss Jackson became 
a Captain in her own right, as did Marjorie. These three women, then, are 
the ones to whom we owe our thanks for lighting the flame, that warms our 
hearts today. 
No accurate record has been found that tells the story of exactly 
what happened in Seaside and Gearhart, concerning Girl Scouting, but we find 
that there were several lone troons in the early 1920's which carried on 
for a time, then they are lost track of in the records. It is believed 
that Mrs. Betty Hanson of Seaside and Mrs. Charles Miller, and Mrs. Verna 
Bates of Gearhart, were the ones to fan the dying embers into a bright new 
flame, that has grown steadely, until they are now one of the too-few if 
districts with a "Senior" troop. a 
By 1930 S cauting in Astoria had grown until there were seventy 
five giris in lone troops. Miss Qeonyer ang her assistants, felt, if wy 
time to form a council in order to utilize to the fullest the assistante 
offered by the National Orgsnization.

Scouts in Astoria to earn a Golden Kagle Award. He decided that the co

Girl Scouting is alive and active 
in Clatsop County after 74 years in 
" the United States and approxi- 

_ mately 59 years in Astoria. 

Last Sunday afternoon, approxi- 
mately 140 scouts, representing 19 
county troops, performed skits and 
songs in celebration of Inter- 
national Thinking day. On the 
Sunday after Feb. 22 (the joint 
birthday of the Girl Scout founders, 
Lord and Lady Baden-Powell) Girl 
Scouts and Girl Guides all over the 
world think of one another with 
love and friendship, according to 
Linda Sletten, Senior Scout. 

‘At the Sunday activity, the area 
scouts and leaders paraded around 
the grade school gym to the music 
of “It’s A Small World After All,” 

and formed a horseshoe in the 
center. Some of the girls wore 
old-fashioned, authentic Girl Scout 
uniforms, and each participant 
wore the name of one of the 98 
countries who participate in the 
scouting program throughout the 
world. 

Several Girl Scouts explained the 
similarities shared by the scouts 
throughout the world. “All have a 
three-part promise, they wear the 
same world pin, they share the 
- motto, ‘Be Prepared,’ they use the 
~ same handshake, and they all live 
by the slogan, ‘Good Turns’,” they 
said. 

Skits performed included the 
“Founding of the Boy Scouts,” an 
organization from which the Girl 
Scouts branched. Other skits 
included the “Founding of the Girl 
Scouts,” “The Story of Juliette 
_ Lowe,” and “Activities of the very 
first Girl Scout Troop in the U.S.”

Troops from Warrenton, Knappa, 
Nehalem and Lewis and Clark also 
presented money they had raised 
themselves for the Juliette Lowe's 
World Friendship Fund. A total of 
$48.68 was collected to help scout 
troops throughout the world fund 
special projects. Several troops 
had thought of creative ways to 
raise the money. One Warrenton 
troop donated $1 for each sister and 
brother each member had in her 
family. Another gave a coin for 
each shoe she found in her house. 
Still another added all the ages of 
each troop member and the leaders 
and then multiplied that number by 
5 to arrive at a sum to donate. 


Girl Scouting in America was 
founded by Juliette Lowe, who had 
met Lord and Lady Baden-Bowell, 
the founders of scouts in England, 
while she was living in England. 
Lowe formed the first troop on 
March 12, 1912 in Savanah, Georgia 
with 8 girls. Because of her 
enthusiasm, the idea caught hold, 
and the Girl Scouts became a 
national organization. 


According to a report in the local 
girl scout scrapbook, the first troop 
in Astoria was formed about 1925 or 
1926 by Mrs. John Cannon. “it 
didn’t thrive, evidently from lack 
of enough interest by sufficient 
women to really get the Girl Scout 
program rolling,” the report said. 


Miss Maude Crouter came from 
Seattle to teach in the Astoria 
Public School System in the fall of 
1927. She nursed the scouting 
program until it grew strong 
enough to help itself. Crouter 
started the first troop in the Astoria 
area with eight girls from her 
Sunday School class at the
